Talleyrand, when asked on one occasion, 
what, in a few words, werj. the causes ot t!ie 
downfall ot the first Napoleon, replied, “Spain, 
Russia and the Pope.” 
And so they were. 
The military power of Napoleon was crippled 
in Spain; it was all but destroyed lu Russia, 
while the original devotion of tho great body 
of the French people to the Emperor was lost, 
to a groat degree, and his relations with the 
peoples of Austria and tho Italian States were 
turned against him, among other causes, be­ 
cause of hU harsh and cm el treatm ent of tho 
Popp. 
If T.alleyrand wcro now living, and if 
asked the causes of tlic downlall of Napoleon 
tho Tliird, ho iui,g!it truly auswer, they are 
Spain, Prussia and the Pope. 
When the revolution came off in Spain, 
which .sent Queen Isabella as an exile to the 
hospitality of France, it was generally thought 
tliroughoiit Christ mdom that in tho recon- 
Btructlon of tho Spanish government Napo­ 
leon would be tho muster spirit behind tho 
scene.»; 
it was 
even 
apjir.dicuded 
tlr.it 
the .SpanUh difficulty, through the schemes 
of Napoleon, 
might ie.sult in a Euroiiean 
war, involving the whole C>ntinent; but it 
was never imagined in tliP wLdestspecnlations 
of the wildest political dream -r 
tha' tho 
nomination by Prim of a German p rin c' for 
tho throne of Spain, and a IJonaparte at tin t, 
would be the downfall of the Napoleonic 
emi»ire and dynasty or a cause of war to 
France. 
It was never supposed that the maiii- 
tenaii e of a French army by Napoleon in 
Rome for eighteen year.», in the protection ot 
tlic Pope in his tcmpor dities, waa due to the 
pious devotion of “ lli.i eldest son of the 
Church” to the Holy Father; but there are 
very few of the faithful who expected that on 
the first convenient pretext Napoleon would 
turn over the head of bis Church to the (endor 
mercies of that arch heretic 
King Victor 
Emanuel, 
and 
without 
any 
compensation 
whatever to France. 
H D (ho downfall of Napoleon in consequcnco 
of Hie nomination by General Prim of s G er­ 
man prince for the Spanish throne, and Hie 
abandonment of l!io Pope t.) his enemies by 
the Emjieror on the first convenient pretext, 
may now be called established facts in history. 
It would have been better for Napoleon, and 
doubtless bettor for the Pojie, if that French 
army had never been stationed in R om e; 
or if it had been recalled with the original 
expulsion from the Holy City of the Garibal- 
dian 
republicans 
in 
18 til, 
or 
with 
the 
uniin of tho Italian States in H.59, under Vic- 
t.ir Fiuamiel ; or even with tlic incorooration 
of V' nico in 1S66. 
Hut tlirongh ¡HI these 
years and all these events t!io pojmlar a.spir.i- 
tioii of “ Voting Italy” for Rome a.s its capital 
was held in check by Napal.-oa, until in l.SCd. 
when the incorporation of V'enetia, through 
the triumphs of Prns.sia o v erA u strii, turned 
the public sympathy of Italy from Napoleon to 
King William. 
Since that day Hi • retention 
ot the French army i’l Rome has widened tlie 
alienation of the Ituliain from Napoleon, wliila 
in adhering to hl.s instructions from Par's tlie 
“ gallant king” of Laly liiiu.sclf has loU the 
ii'lmiratioa of hi.s people. 
Thro.igh all thi.s 
long period of his armed occupation of Rome 
Napoleon has only w.ille I for Hie opportnuLly 
for another co.ísion of ll;ili.iu soil to Fran.-e l;i 
exchange lor Roan a n d ’the States of the 
Chiireh. 
Now, aficr reliiuiiiisliing Rome to 
Hie rare of Italy, he gets no ocpiivakml, and, 
in asking for the aid of Italy agains. his power­ 
ful enemy in tlio iiold. lie get.» no ro3po1i.se but 
that of a Hmnkie.ss neiitrafit}'. 
Tliu.s, through his olferisive and pei d.sfent 
occupation of Rome, Napoleon hai lo.st in 
Italy an ally Hiat inigiit have turned Hie scale 
in this war, and has left the Pope in anything 
but a gnitoful frame of iniml to France. 
Indeed, o.xcepting (he acqulsition of Nice and 
Savoy for his services in belialf of the Il.iliau j 
union, Napoleon, in all his great schemes for j 
strengthening his empire, has weakened it. 
His Crimean war drove back Russia from Con­ 
stantinople, but the e.vpense in men nriil 
money was enormous ; his Mexican adventure 
entailed a heavy loss of prestige and cash, 
and his schemes with Rismarck looking to the 
Rliiuc frontier have rcsnlicil in his ruin—the 
loss of bis empire, family prestige, dynasty, 
everything. 
In diplom.acy he has been com­ 
pletely circumvented by Histnarck, and in war 
ho has been utterly demolished by MoKke, 
whatever the reparations for Napoleonic blun­ 
ders that may yet be made l.y Er.ance. 
Hut the time has come when France hers .-if 
must ivliiiqnish her imperial role ol master of 
the Continent. 
She need not expect again to 
arrange the boundaries of Hio Geniiaii States 
or the terms of “ the Confederation of tho 
R hine;” nor to say to Spain Hial Hiis man 
or 
that 
man shall not reign over 
her; 
nor to 
say 
to 
Italy that 
she 
m ust 
do this 
thing or 
that thing, 
or 
take 
tlic consequences of her disobedience. 
Nay, 
it is probable that the Pope, having bad 
enough of tho dangerous protection of Franee, 
will hereafter look rather to protection from 
Prussia, if Italy shall fail to deal with him 
justly. 
As Spain was a disastrous blunder to 
Nni>oleou the First so she has proved to Na­ 
poleon the T hird; as Russia brought dcsfruc- 
lion upmi th« oncle so Prussia has brought 
i nln upon thanéphevv ; and as the Pope, after 
all Hie humiliations lie bore from the first em­ 
pire, recovered his position with the Em­ 
peror’s ilowufall, 80 the Pope, wiih Hie down­ 
fall of Hio second empire, may lie reinstated 
and sustained by Hu* great Powers in tli 'ir 
general reconslruction of Europe—providod 
always that the all-powerfid republican rn:is8es 
of the Continent remain p:i.ssive and submis­ 
sive yet a little long<‘i'.
